OUR IRISH LETTER. 
THE LAND BILL 

has now become law. The inglorious stand of the 
Lords, and thcir yielding to the voice of the Commons, 
have not in any way patched up the fast-fading fabric 
of this institution of hereditary legislators, but has 
rather weakened the little hold it had upon thè good 
opinions of the people. 

Mr. Gladstone’s manly adherence to the vital 
principles of the bill, and his manifest determination 
to stand by the fruits of the nation's labours for the 
past six months, must earn for him the gratitude 
and respect of every right-thinking man їп the 
kingdom, Liberal or otherwise ; and his stern refusal 
to receive back from the Lords the measure shorn of 
any of its advantages to the Irish tenant stamps him 
as a true friend and benefactor of Ireland. 

But the chief and most important consideration is 
will the measure be acceptable to the Irish people ? 
And will it remove or ameliorate the grievances 
under which the Irish tenant farmers undoubtedly 
labour? Time alone can answer these questions 
satisfactorily; but the anticipations of those who 
have studied the subject in all its bearings are that 
the bill, while being a great boon to the agricultural 
interests of the country, will fall far short of the 
requirements of the people. 

It will be a long time before the Land Act of 1881 
has any visibly improving effect upon the condition 
of the Irish farmer and the country at large. How- 
ever, it is a grand thing to know that by the bill 
henceforward those death sentences“ —writs of 
evictions—are for ever abolished, and ап amount of 
misery and suffering thereby averted from the poor. 
This very fact alone would rescue the bill from being 
& barren and fruitless one. 3
